ORIENTAL OrriuiiLS.— The Vienna papers 


speak nt great length of tho passage through 
that city of Abd-el Knder Pasha, prefect of 
police at Cairo, nud Sheikh Aali-el-Seicsi, on 
their return from Berlin, whither they ac- 
companied Priuco Hassan Pnsha, the third 
son of the khedivo, who has rejoined the 
Prussian artillery after leave of nbsenco for 
several months. Tho impression produced 
by these two gentlemen, upon nil who cnmo 
into contact with them, whilo staying in 
Vienna, seems to havo been n most favorable 
ono. The sheikh, who is n poet of great 
local celebrity, not being versed iu European 
languages, was guided in his Vienna wander- 
ings by two pupils of tho academy, M. M. 
Muller nud 
Walter, whoso knowledge of 


Arabic, Persian and Turkish so agreeably 
surprised tho sheikh, that ho composed nn 
ode in Arabic in honor of his two ciceroni.

BOSTON, May _'f.'. 


At 'J: to this evening n terrific explosion 


occurred in I. D. Dow's dng store on tho 
soutliwest corner of Washington tuid Lrt 
Grange street, »2a Washington street. At a 
late hour nothing is definitely known of tho 
couse of tho explosion, though numerous 


- theories are current, and the wildest rumors 


are in circulation. At the time there were 
known to be about twenty-two persona in 
the building proper, nearly all of whom 
were more or less seriously injured. 


'flic Fall of the I* ni Id iii p. 


Tho first intimation of the disaster was a 


deep rumbling sound similar to the report 
of an earthquake, and almost simultaneously 
the wall of tho building burst outward in 
every direction, and falling in one confused 
mass presented a scene of wreck, seldom 
before witnessed, more complete than that 
of any building blown down by gunpowder 
during the great fires. The force of tho ex- 
plosion was almost beyond description, rmd 
the flooring and other inflammable materials, 
which at once caught fire, made such nu 
undertaking for the firemen as they are sel- 
dom called upon to face, while the fact thiit 
numbers of human beings were buried in the 
burning ruins created tho wildest scene, 
thousands rushing to the point from every 
direction. 


An alarm was at oiico sounded, and the 


lire department wore promptly on 
the 


ground, and the firemen went heroically to 
work to subdue tho flames and rescue tho 
imperilled lives in tho ruins. 


A Car Blown From the XracK. 
A. street car passing was thrown from tho 


track and upon-ita side. None of its occu- 
pants were seriously hurt. 
Dr. Samuel 


Green, city physician, was passing along tho 
east side of Washington street. 
His first 


impression was that an earthquake had 
taken place. 
HG.foH an irresistible force 


pushing him along for twenty feet or more, 
then heard the explosion and was covered by 
falling glass; then a cloud of smoke burst 
into tho street, followed by tho falling 
building, while the smell of sulphuric acid 
was stifling. 


Tlic Lossoa. 


It is difficult to estimate tho losses. That 


to tho building proper, la about $10,000. In 
view of the terrific explosion and general 
shaking to other buildings, it is thought the 
losses will aggregate $100,000. 


TJie cause of the jCxplusIoiii 


Various theories are advanced as to tho 


nature and causes of tho explosion. 
But 


nothing as yet is definitely known. 
Tho 


most plausible theory, and tho most gener- 
ally accepted,is tho explosion of a gas gener- 
ator iu the cellar, though it is asserted there 
was no nitre-glycerine iu tho establisment, 
and that no other element could have caused 
such an instantaneous; and utter demolishing 
of the building. 


FIGHT WITH A PANTHER.—On Saturday 


night, A. J. Lancaster, who lives on tho 
Gullala river,uear Helrnke's, killed a panther 
under the following circumstances: Between 
nine and ten o'clock Le heard a iidiso among 
some hogs which slept about one hundred 
yards from the house. Ho went out as soon 
as possible with his three dogs. 
The dogs 


scented an animal which Lancaster saw by 
the light of the moon take lo a tree About 
fifty yards distant, lie went to the tree and 
the panther jumped just over his head and 
treed again one hundred and fifty yards off. 
His boy brought out a shot gun and Lancas- 
ter fired ouo shot which did not take effect, 
find tho panther jumped again lo the ground. 
At the foot of a tree near by, the dogs 
brought 
it 
to 
Lay, and a desperate 


fight ensued. Tho dogs were getting badly 
cut up, a small Scotch terrier especially, 
which was repeatedly knocked over, and 
again and again camo to the front of the 
fight. Lancaster was afraid lo fire for fenr 
of hittiuy oue of.uw faithful' (logs. He got 
hold of an axe and after several unsuccessful 
attempts succeeded iu gelling in it fatal 
blow on the back of the savage brute, cut- 
ting it down. It foil fighting with its last 
grasp. Tho next morning Lancaster real- 
ized hifl danger when ho saw the jawa of bin 
enemy of tho night before, like those of ft 
quartz crusher, and found that stretched 
upon tho earth it measured eight feet in 
length. Could ho bavo soon more plainly bo 
would not have ventured into auch close 
quarters.—[Santa Itoaa (Gal.) Democrat.
